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Columbia Gas Orders New Curtailments 
The Crisis Is Real 


Just how' bad is the energy crisis here in 
Salem and other parts of Ohio’.' Officials of the 
Columbia Gas Co. and the Ohio Edison Co. have 
continually said the situation is serious. Get­ 
ting everyone to believe this is another story 
altogether. 
Many sections of Ohio have been harder hit 
than here in Columbiana County. Snow- drifts of 
8 to 10 feet have been reported in communities 
along Lake E rie Central Ohio has also ex­ 
perienced som e very difficult times. 
Luckily, the Salem area has only received 
one real hard jolt — that of last F riday’s 
blizzard And even this was not as bad as 
originally anticipated. 
The cold air has alm ost been universal High 
w inds w ith sub-zero te m p e ra tu re s have 
seriously taxed fuel supplies 
GAS PRESSURES have dropped to critical 
levels at tim es, but mast gas utilities have 
m anaged to keep residential users supplied. 
Large industries have cooperated greatly, 
either switching to alternate m eans of heating 
or curtailing operations. The electric power 
companies also have m anaged, for the most 
part, to continue service. However, in central 
Ohio, homes were left without power at times 
and without power, most of our heating units 
will not work, no m atter what the fuel 
F o r y e ars co n se rv a tio n ists have been 
proclaim ing we are reaching the bottom of the 
barrel. We never have. We have been able to be 
as extravagant as before and still pull through 
each year 
But m aybe, just m aybe, this is it. The cur­ 
tailm ents are reaching further and further 
down the scale, affecting sm aller users more 
and more. 
Most of those we come in contact with in 
Salem seem to find it difficult to believe there is 
a full blown crisis. Some rem ark it is just 


another dodge by the utility companies to 
gouge the customers. Others are truly confused 
because they find that while they have turned 
down their therm ostats, there are others who 
never bothered. 
SALEM BUSINESSES closed early Friday 
because of the storm and most rem ained closed 
Saturday. Schools in the area are closed and 
m any probably will rem ain so until next week 
But, Monday cam e and the stores opened 
their doors with business as usual. And, 
basketball games w ere on again in many 
school districts. 
T here is no real program for closing or 
opening stores It is a day to day thing. 
And we cannot understand why sports events 
m ust continue when the educational process 
has been halted. It takes plenty of heat and 
lights to operate a gym. energy which could be 
better used in the classroom s. 
W hat does the future hold? Will we pull 
through again, as in the past? 
We believe we will pull through, but it won’t 
be like it was in the past. 
THE 
FUTURE 
HOLDS a 
very 
serious 
threat. That is complete shut off of gas except 
for residential and hum an needs. 
This is the warning being issued daily by the 
utilities and we believe it to be true. 
We suggest local businesses curtail hours on 
a week to week basis and establish a severe 
co n serv a tio n 
p ro g ram . 
It 
will 
hurt 
econom ically, but it could be more serious 
later Now is the tim e to act, because come the 
end of February, if M other N ature doesn’t take 
pity, we may be forced to close the doors of all 
business places. This would not only hurt the 
ow ners, but would cause hardships on the 
custom ers. 
The Salem News believes it would be better 
to be safe than sorry. The crisis is real. 


House Action Due Today 
Carter’s Gas Measure 
Is Approved By Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
bill designed to ease the pain — 
but not cure the ailm ent — of 
the w inter’s natural gas short­ 
ages passed the Senate nearly 
unanimously and was ready 
today for House consideration. 
The m easure, requested by 
President C arter in hopes of 
easing critical shortages, was 
called up in an em ergency 
atm osphere that congressional 
leaders hoped would get 
it 


quickly to the White House. 
The House had a separate 
version to consider as well, one 
approved by 
its 
Com m erce 
Committee. Leaders hoped to 
win enactm ent of the Senate 
bill, but were prepared to call 
up the second version if they 
failed 
to win approval 
for 
voting on the original under a 
rules suspension.

$8.5 Billion Gas 
Pipeline indorsed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Re­ 
jecting two competing propo­ 
sals, a Federal Pow er Com­ 
mission judge today endorsed a 
$8.5 billion pipeline system to 
bring natural gas from Alaska 
across Canada to the lower 48 
states. 
A d m in istra tiv e law judge 
Nahum Litt said the proposal 
by Arctic Gas Study Group 
the largest private undertaking 
in the nation's history—would 
m ake m ore gas 
a v aila b le 
sooner, result in less environ­ 
m ental 
d am ag e 
and 
cost 
consum ers less than the other 
two proposals. 
Litt recom m ended that the 
FPC approve the Arctic gas 
proposal and reject competing 
proposals from the El Paso 
Alaska

a 4,000-mile pipeline from 
A laska’s North Slope through 
the Alaskan wildlife range and

The 48-inch diam eter line to 
be built between Prudhoe Bay 
on the North Slope and Caroline 
Junction in Alberta—buried in 
perm afrost and chilled to keep 
it from melting the perm afrost 
would be the largest ever 
used to transport gas. 
E l P a so 's re je c te d $6.54 
billion plan called for construc­ 
tion of an 809-mile pipeline from 
Prudhoe Bay to Point G ravina 
on the south coast of Alaska, 
w here the gas would be chilled 
and shipped by tanker 2,000 
m iles to Point C onception, 
C alif.

C olum bia announced late 
Monday that all curtailed in­ 
dustrial and com m ercial cus­ 
tom ers with previously estab­ 
lished monthly allocations will 
be required to limit gas usage 
to only those volumes needed

covers 100 to 150 accounts in 
Salem. 
The new regulation will be in 
effect until at least 8 a.m. 
Saturday. 
Officials say the gas pressure 
still is holding, but the addi­ 
tional curtailm ent is needed to 
m aintain the level. 
Most schools in Columbiana 
Countv are affected by the new

The action provides for an 
addition of $10 per day to room 
rates and a change in som e of 
the ancillary charges. This will 
m ake the sem i-private room

The proposed library would 
be furnished, stocked and oper­ 
ated by the Mahoning County 
Library.

spring if the fund drive is suc­ 
cessful About $3,000 has been 
collected thus far.

Rhodes reiterated his call for 
an increased use of coal as a 
m eans of relieving the energy 
crisis. 
“Unless we burn coal, Ohio 
and 17 other states are ready 
for a catastrophe as far as 
economic development goes,” 
said the governor. “ Unless we 
burn coal, w e’re going to be on 
our knees econom ically.” 
William Costello, director of 
government affairs for the Ohio 
M an u factu rers A ssociation, 
said at least 500,000 of those 
tem porarily out of jobs were 
employed 
in 
manufacturing. 
Costello said m anufacturing 
firm s are closing, not only 
because of fuel shortages, but 
also because 
many sm aller 
firm s that supply component 
parts are being foced to close 
Rhodes, in a cabinet meeting 
in C olum bus follow ing his 
aerial tour of the Ohio River, 
said it was “urgent” that Ohio’s 
basic 
food 
pro cessin g 
in ­ 
dustries such as m eat packing 
facilties, bakeries and dairy 
processors, be exem pted from 
gas cuts.

B arrett and Mayor Frank

Catlos and Police Chief Richard 
Whinnery form ulated the city’s 
plans during F rid ay ’s blizzard 
They em p h asized v oluntary 
control of the use of natural gas 
and electricity for industrial, 
co m m ercial and resid en tial 
consum ers. 
B arrett said, “ I want the 
citizens to recognize this crisis 
and a c t 
vo lu n tarily about 
controlling their therm ostats 
We hope everyone sets theirs at 
65 degrees in the day and lower 
at night.” 
B arrett said he realized this 
could cause some discomfort 
but said the lowering of ther 
mostats is better than the situa 
tion 
w h ere 
no 
en erg y 
is 
available. 
B arrett said that as part of

Claiming the state’s heating 
oil shortage has reached crisis 
proportions, the Ohio F arm 
Bureau Federation board of 
trustees today urged all heating 
oil users to lower their ther­ 
m ostats and conserve oil. The 
call comes just as another 
round of sub-zero tem peratures 
has been predicted. 
In 
ad dition, 
the 
board 
pledged to mobilize farm ers to 
haul 
coal 
to 
e le c tric a l 
g e n e r a t i n g 
p l a n t s , 
greenhouses, dairies and food 
processing plants in the event 
these businesses can't obtain 
coal a fte r sw itch in g from 
natural gas. 
The board took the action 
after Farm Bureau staffers 
reported fuel oil supplies have 
alm ost completely 
dried up 
within Ohio and neighboring 
states. Most of the several 
hundred thousand homes 
in 
rural areas are heated by fuel 
oil or coal, which is also in short 
supply. 
“ The situ atio n is 
really 
d e sp e ra te for fa rm e rs and 
other heating oil users,” said 
F a rm 
B ureau 
P re sid e n t 
Wallace 
Hirschfeld 
of 
New 
Bremen. “ People must lower 
the heat in their homes to have 


any chance ot making it.” 
R ecord low te m p e ra tu re s 
have depleted existing heating' 
oil supplies. Oil deliveries have 
been seriously slowed because 
the Ohio R iver has been frozen 
for several days bringing barge 
traffic to a hait. Icy roads have 
also slowed truck deliveries 
Refineries can’t keep up with 
the dem and, a situation m ade 
worse because the cold w eather 
is forcing refineries to shut 
dowm for periods of up to 
several days. 
In a related development, 
Hirschfeld said, if called upon 
by state officials.

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Conclusion Is Overdue 


We re A w 
are Need 


In the decades since World War II. the United 
States has opened its doors to millions of 
refugees from around the world 
While the numbers are smaller than they were 
in the aftermath of that war. the Hungarian and 
Cuban revolutions and. more recently, the fall of 
Saigon, the flow of refugees continues. So does 
the work of that great humanitarian organiza­ 
tion. the International Rescue Committee. 
Last year, the IRC provided emergency 
assistance and resettlement and other services 
to refugees from 27 countries. Unfortunately, it 
reports its programs were carried out "in a 
climate of growing insensitivity to refugee rights 
and refugee needs.” 
The Hong Kong government, for example, 
continued to return escapees from China to the 
mainland Kurdish refugees were deported to 
Iraq Political exiles from Haiti had to resist 
their 
expulsion 
from 
the 
United 
States 
Yugoslavia sent escapees back to Albania 
And overshadowing all the many instances of 
violation of refugee rights, says the IRC. was the 
plight of the “ boat people” from Vietnam 
During the second half of 1976, thousands of 
refugees escaping from Vietnam in small boats 
became a major concern of the IRC, which says 
there is no parallel to their flight in its annais, 
not even escapes by sea from Cuba to the tip of 
Florida 


The "boat people" must cover long distances 
through turbulent waters, all the time within 
range of Vietnamese and Cambodian gunboats. 
Even more dangerous than the gunboats are 
tvphoons, which one London newspaper says 
claimed thousands of refugees last year. 
In spite of all obstacles, in November alone 
more than 600 "boat people" reached Thailand, 
which next to the United States has admitted the 
greatest number of refugees from Indochina 
Others managed to land in Hong Kong. Malaysia 
and the Philippines, but these countries, and 
others, are taking increasingly hostile attitudes 
toward refugees. 
A major effort will be required in 1977, says the 
IRC, to secure acceptance of these refugees by 
countries around the South China Sea and Gulf of 
Siam, and by creating a climate of hospitality in 
other lands, including the United States 
"Because we are free, said President Carter 
in his inaugural speech, "we can never be in­ 
different to the fate of freedom elsewhere.” 
The unspoken corollary to those words, which 
the International 
Rescue Committee daily 
translates into action, is that we can never be 
indifferent to the fate of the victims of tyranny. 
Americans, the freest people on earth, can be 
proud that they have never been indifferent, 
when thev were aware of the need. 
Costly Epidemic 


The National Fire Protection Association 
reports that there were 141.100 fires "of suspi­ 
cious origin” in the United States in 1975, an in­ 
crease of more than 25 per cent over 1974 
Deliberately set fires cost some S634 million in 
property losses 
The insurance industry says the true situation 
is actually much worse. When such things as lost 
jobs, lost property tax revenues and increased 
insurance premiums are considered, the total 
arson bill may be closer to $10 billion 
Some experts believe that half of all fires offi­ 
cially classified as due to unknow n causes should 
be included in the category of arson. We are. in 
fact, in the midst of an "arson epidemic,” says 
the State Farm Insurance Companies 
Typical arson targets include business prop­ 
erties in deteriorating central-city areas, 
schools, churches and other public buildings. But 
rural areas, too, are seeing arson increases and 
automobiles are becoming a favored target. 
Money, of course, is one big reason. The owner 
of a home or business or car may see defrauding 
an insurance company as the solution to his fi­ 
nancial problems. 
Vandalism or malicious mischief is another 


primary reason, with juveniles the most fre­ 
quent culprits. Other motives include spite, labor 
troubles, racial conflicts, attempts to hide 
another crime such as burglary, and mental 
ill riçss 
Contributing to the problem is the difficulty of 
proving arson Authorities estimate that only 
about one to three per cent of all confirmed arson 
cases result in convictions. In addition, few fire 
or police departments are as well-trained to in­ 
vestigate suspected arson as they could be. and 
some insurance companies have been criticized 
for failing to pursue arson prosecutions as vigor­ 
ously as they might, although both situations are 
improving. 
Despite its mounting economic cost, however, 
arson is not yet generally perceived by the public 
to be a serious crime problem.

Reorganization For Power 


WASHINGTON - (N EA) - 
The purpose of federal govern­ 
ment reorganization — as 
pushed by President Carter and 
his Republican and Democratic 
predecessors — is not primarily 
to increase efficiency. 
Reorganization is crucially 
important if a president is to 
gain effective working control 
over his departments and agen­ 
cies. 
The civil service laws, im­ 
portant as they are in protect­ 
ing employe rights, serve to 
make it virtually impossible for 
a president effectively to 
manage the federal govern­ 
ment short of a major reorgan­ 
ization. 
The president has the right to 
appoint but a thin layer of offi­ 
cials at the apex of the State 
D ep artm en t, 
Pen tag o n , 
Treasury, Agriculture and the 
other agencies he is charged 
with administering. At the 
working level he must depend 
on the senior civil servants. 
Firing any of these, shifting 
them from one post to another 
or transferring them to other 
departments to fit his particu­ 
lar style and purposes is all but 
impossible. In recent years it 
has not been accomplished at 
least to the degree necessary 
for effective working control by 
the White House and cabinet. 
The last president to achieve 
much in this line was Franklin 
Roosevelt. And his success was 
spotty. Remember, too. that he 


was dealing with a smaller or­ 
ganization at a time when the 
effectiveness of civil service 
was less than it is today 
Most of the senior civil ser­ 
vants today are so entrenched 
with key congressmen through 
mutual back scratching — and 
so tied in with fellow bureau­ 
crats up and down the line, they 
sit in empires of their own. In 
1977. too. government employe 
unions are to be reckoned with. 
Sen. Barry Goldwater (R- 
Ariz.) on one occasion proposed 
that every decade or so senior 
civil servants be rotated from 
department to department and 
agency to agency. This shifting, 
he believed, would break the 
power blocs, but retain the 
skills of able men and women. 
Congress did not act on his pro­ 
posal 
Melvin Laird, when secretary 
of Defense, spent months 
agonizing how he could in­ 
crease efficiency in the Pen­ 
tagon and cut costs by retiring 
the one official out of 10 he 
believed could be disposed of 
with profit. He was not success­ 
ful 
Presidents Kennedy, Johnson 


and Nixon attempted to reach 
deep in the departments, sub­ 
stituting their men for those 
whose philosophy, working 
methods or personal power 
conflicted in their minds with 
the running of the government 
in the manner desired at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue. All three 
of these presidents fumbled. 


Reorganization, apparently, 
offers the only way out. Once a 
department or division is re­ 
organized, the shifting of per­ 
sonnel is relatively easily ac­ 
complished. If procedures are 
carefully devised, senior offi­ 
cials can be required to retire 
early, moved from slot to slot or 
transferred between agencies. 
All without infringing unduly on 
personal employment rights. 
The men retiring early get cer­ 
tain benefits above and beyond 
those they’d otherwise be en­ 
titled 
to. 
Those 
shifted, 
however, may suffer certain 
disadvantages — depending in 
part how the reorganization is 
set up. 
There are partial solutions 
available, Congress willing, 
short of reorganization In the 
past bonuses 
for voluntary 
early retirement have at­ 
tracted numbers of older em­ 
ployes The problem, however, 
with this voluntary route is that 
numbers of the men and women 
a president wants to keep may 
choose 
retirement. 
Those 
considered a drag on operations 
may choose to stay.

Who Got Muscled? 


WASHINGTON — It was 
exactly 8 a.m. Wednesday in 
the Oval Office when President 
Carter offered his two un­ 
comfortable guests some sweet 
political porridge along with 
orange juice, melon, poached 
eggs and bacon, toast and 
coffee, served up by the White 
House "Navy Mess.” 
Surprisingly, Jimmy Carter’s 
guests were the AFL-CIO’s 82- 
year-old prexy George Meany 
and the 54-year-old secretary- 
treasurer. Lane Kirkland. The 
younger man, once a youngest 
of sea captains, came with the 
air of an heir apparent, ap­ 
prenticing at power. 
For weeks now Lane had 
been clobbering the President, 
playing hard cop to Meany’s 
soft cop. That morning they had 
come publicly at Jim m y’s 
invitation to show the flag, 
make peace and join forces. 
The three men ate and spoke 
for a full hour — all alone — ill- 
at-ease most of the time. The 
new President downed with his 
eggs the resentment over the 
political muscling he had been 
getting from Kirkland since 
early last December. 
Mr. Carter has done his 
homework 
He knows that 
virtually all 
insiders 
agree 
Lane will succeed Meany — 
probably during the next 
national AFL-CIO convention in 
December. 
So the younger man opposite 
him that morning will be big 
labor’s spokesman for some of 
the 
years 
of 
this 
ad­ 
ministration. 


KIRKLAND IS 
tough 
He 
has a distaste for the press. 
Doesn’t hesitate to say so 
publicly He has not liked the 
President Hasn’t hesitated to 
say so publicly. The crisis 
began after Kirkland conferred 
for some two hours with Jimmy 
Carter last Dec. 17 in Plains. 
Insiders say he went "heavy” 
with the President-elect. That 
was 
when 
the 
eyeballing 
developed over the Secretary of 
Labor spot for John Dunlop and 
the Defense slot for Jim 
Schlesinger Labor pouted out 
on both pitches. 
Then on Jan 12, replacing the 
flu-bugged Meany as the key 
speaker before the Jewish 
Labor Committee in New 
York s 
Waldorf 
Astoria, 
Kirkland hit hard 
"The bold words of last fall,” 
said 
Kirkland, 
referring 
to 
Jim m y Carter’s campaign 
promises, "have given way to 
hesitant, timid programs. The 
pledges to put America back to 
work 
are 
being 
revised, 
rethought, 
reconsidered 
and 
retailored." 
Kirkland, long considered the 
AFL-CIO’s left-of-center house 
intellectual, and A1 Barkan, 
director of the AFL-CIO’s 
political machine, COPE, are 
the house hawks on President 


Carter. Barkan, who attempted 
for months to stop Jimmy 
Carter, once referred to the 
D e m o c r a t i c 
p a r t y ’ s 
presidential nomination as 
Carter's "coronation.” 
Kirkland’s late-night speech, 
which went unreported except 
in this column, came two days 
after a double-barreled Jan. 10 
assault on Jimmy Carter. That 
morning the AFL-CIO special 
legislative committee blasted 
the 
incoming 
President’s 
economic policies. That af­ 
ternoon the labor chiefs sat 
with top industrialists. They 
were guided by Harvard Prof. 
John Dunlop, who had angrily 
vowed to quit Washington for 
good after he was cut down by 
Mr Carter. 
There was general labor and 
industry criticism of the ad­ 
ministration’s new economic 
proposals. 
For example, this shadow 
consensus-seeking cabinet of 
industry and labor’s most in­ 
fluential executives includes 
Heath Larry, vice chairman of 
U. S. 
Steel. 
Today 
this 
prestigious man doubles as 
chairman of the board of the 
National 
Association 
of 
Manufacturers. On Jan. 11, his 
colleague Douglas Kenna, NAM 
president, called Mr. Carter’s 
program, "a losing economic 
strategy.” It would lead to 
“stagflation,” he added. Thus 
Jimmy Carter found himself hit 
on two fronts. Furthermore, on 
Jan. 17, Meany went across 
Lafayette Park to say goodbye 
— privately for 40 minutes — to 
Jerry Ford in the same Oval 
Office where nine days later he 
was to breakfast with the brand 
new President. 
THUS MR. CARTER 
had 
gotten the hard cop-soft cop 
treatment from 
the master 
politician and his apprentice. 
During the final davs of this 


swi ft-movi ng 
s t r at egy, 
Secretary 
of 
Labor 
Ray 
Marshall advised the President 
to cool the feud. 
Marshall 
lunched with the AFL-CIO’s 
Executive Council last Wed­ 
nesday (Jan. 19) and made 
plans to join labor’s high 
command at its late February 
Bal Harbour (Fla.) session. 
Then came the peace-making. 
On Friday, Jan. 21, Meany, 
who had not 
attended 
the 
inauguration, went partying at 
the White House. There, with 
TV network cameras on him, 
the "elder statesman” patted 
Jimmy Carter on the shoulder. 
They spoke a few friendly 
words. 
Then on Monday, some of 
Meany’s executive staff spent 
almost a full day working on 
their lobbyist Andy Biemiller’s 
opening statement before the 
House 
Budget 
Committee 
session which was 
to be 
presented on Tuesday. Though 
Kirkland had said a fortnight 
earlier that the Carter camp 
had ignored labor’s economic 
program, 
Biemiller 
testified 
that Mr. Carter, in effect, had 
solicited its views. Biemiller 
denied that there was any 
"break” between labor and the 
President. 
Since the previous week 
Meany publicly and privately 
had switched tactics. Suddenly 
Mr. Carter no longer was un­ 
popular in the House of Labor. 
Politico A1 Barkan eased dow'n 
his decibels when he spoke of 
what labor had done for Jimmy 
Carter and the ingratitude of it 
all. 
And on Wednesday morning, 
the trio made peace There are 
those who say President Carter 
got pressured and learned early 
and quickly. There are others 
who say, just wait and see. A

Miss.). He chaired a 15-month 
investigation of the MIA issue, 
concluding that the men "lost 
their lives in the service of their 
country ”. He says extending 
the debate now is "dragging it 
through the mud,” and wishes 
the League of Families would 
disband "in dignity." 
Montgomery does not rap the 
League with any relish. Nor 
does he do it lightly. When it 
was organized in the 1960s the 
League was a selfless effort by 
courageous wives to bring the 
plight of their husbands into the 
public arena. As such the group 
was sentimentally adopted by a 
concerned nation. Many still 
remember it in this light 


But the League has changed 
— for the worse. Many of its 
officers are now salaried in­ 
stead 
of 
volunteers. 
Its 
director, formerly with VIVA 
magazine, is of no relation to a 
POW or MIA. A member of 
Montgomery’s 
Congressional 
staff says 
the group 
"has 
become a bureaucracy, and you 
have to wonder if its main 
objective is to perpetuate it­ 
self.” 
Whatever 
the 
League’s 
motives, its influence among 
MIA families remains strong. It 
is now particularly influential 
among MIA parents, who see it 
as their difference between 
hope and no hope Many wives 
have dropped out of the League, 
while others stay only to avoid 
arguments with those parents 
who refuse to admit the death of 
their sons. 
MONTGOMERY SAYS he is 
concerned most about the 
wives. "I talk with them and 
get letters from them — they 


say they want to get on with 
their lives, but can’t until this 
thing is settled.” And here is 
where the League’s fault is 
blatant. It won’t let the matter 
settle. It won’t close the books. 
The 
League 
says 
Mon­ 
tgomery’s 
investigation was 
shallow and insists some of the 
MIAs may still be alive. 
The evidence is absolutely 
contrary 
to the 
League’s 
position. Of the 6,058 MIAs in 
World War II, as example, not 
one has since turned up living. 
Of the 5,127 MIAs in Korea, 
none have returned. Mon­ 
tgomery says some Vietnam 
remains (perhaps 150 to 200) 
may be recoverable, and should 
be recovered, but any higher 
expectations are illusory. 
Sometimes, unfortunately, the 
higher expectations are not 
only illusory but needlessly 
cruel. The League turns every 
rumor into a hope and each 
scrap of non-information into 
"new evidence.” During the 
Congressional search, 
one 
League rumor was traced to a 
man in a Bangkok bar who in 
fact knew nothing more than 
the color of his beer — and so 
another family was left with 
still another disappointment. 
Montgomery 
says 
the 
disappointments have been 
repeated enough. Some wives 
have tried to escape by taking 
secret new husbands. Some 
families 
have 
become so 
emotionally confused they 
refuse to identify returned 
remains. Suffering for many is 
well into its second decade. It’s 
time to bring it to an end. The 
League of Families is per­ 
petuating irrationality; the 
conclusion is harsh but ac­ 
curate. 
Keep On Trekking 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
week has passed since Presi­ 
dent Carter stunned the world 
by walking from the Capitol to 
the White House. 
To commemorate that histor­ 
ic event, I decided to determine 
whether a sim ilar feat of 
ambulation could be performed 
by an ordinary citizen. Here is 
the log of my trek: 
12:50 p.m. — I set out from 
the historic East Front of the 
Capitol. Weather clear Track 
fast, particularly in the icy 
spots. 
12:51 p.m. — Trouble. As I 
turn into historic Constitution 
Avenue, a cop on the corner 
yells at me to get out of the 
middle of the street. I explain 
that 
in order 
to duplicate 
Carter’s inaugural walk I must 
ignore certain traffic regula­ 
tions. The cop threatens to 
arrest me for impersonating a 
foreign diplomat 
12:57 p.m. - 1 reach the foot 
of Capitol Hill and pause to get 
my bearings. To my left I can 
see the tail of General Grant’s 
horse. It is pointing east. I 
reason that by following its 
nose, I will be heading west­ 
ward toward the White House. 
1:03 p.m. — I arrive at the 
point where Constitution runs 
into historic Pennsylvania 
Avenue. I am 
momentarily 
confused, but up ahead I can 
see the tail of Gen. Winfield 
Scott Hancock’s horse, which 
means I am still headed in the 
right direction. 
1:12 p.m. — I reach the 
historic new F B I building. 
Heavy auto traffic makes 
pedestrian travel hazardous 
but drivers are patriotically 
observing Carter’s fuel con­ 
servation policy. They have 
their car heaters turned down 
to 65. 
1:19 p.m. — On a building 
across the street I see a sign 
reading “ US. Postal Service.” 
For some reason, people slow 
down as they pass it. 
1:21 p.m. — The statue of 
Brig. Gen. Casimir looms 
ahead. I see the horse’s tail first 
and know I am still on course. 
1:23 p.m. — I reach the in­ 
tersection of historic 14th 
Street. Towering in front of me 
is the historic Willard Hotel, 
now a derelict. Off to my right 
towers the historic National 
Press Club bar, some of whose 
patrons are pretty derelict too. 
1:27 p.m. — At the intersec­ 
tion of historic 15th Street, 
Pennsylvania Avenue abruptly 
disappears. I assume that Billy 
Carter and some of his buddies 
took it home with them for an 
inauguration souvenir. 
1:31 p.m. — Whoever took 


Pennsylvania Avenue, dropped 
it three blocks to the north. I 
pass the statue of Albert 
Gallatin. He has no horse but is 
glancing over his left shoulder. 
I follow his line of sight and see 
the White House in the next 
block. 
1:34 p.m. — Journey’s end. I 
am standing before what is left 
of the inaugural parade review­ 
ing stand. It reputedly made 
seven architectural statements 
but now is being dismantled 
and 
only 
two 
statements 
remain. 
5:37 p.m. — I am filling out 
my weekly expense account. I 
include $1.50 for cab fare from 
the Capitol to the White House.

The 
silhouette is uncluttered, the 
texture is smooth and flat and 
the garter stitch forms a border 
that’s sure but subtle. Add 
patch pockets and a tie belt and 
you’ll 
win 
com plim ents 
wherever you go. 
A matching cap is an added 
fashion attraction. It’s topped 
with a total of seven pompons — 
a great way to turn heads in 
your direction. 
Depending on the size you 
need, you can make both the 
coat and the cap with 16 to 18 
two-ounce balls of a yarn like 
Bear Brand, of Fleisher’s Wool 
and Shetland Wool or Botany 
SCottie. If you like machine 
washable yarns, you might knit 
with 16 to 18 two-ounce skeins of 
Bear Brand, F leish er’s or 
Botany’s Winsom. 
You’ll need needles in sizes 9 
and 10.5 to follow the knitting

KNIT-KNACKS 
Dear Judy Love: I’m ready to 
knit a baby blanket in the seed 
stitch pattern and can’t find 
any information as to how to do 
this stitch. Can you help me, 
please? — JM , Oklahoma City, 
Okla. 
Dear JM .: The seed stitch is 
really very easy to do and it 
does make such a pretty overall 
effect for a baby blanket. It can 
be done in either a single seed 
or double seed stitch. Since you 
didn’t specify which you will be 
using, I’ll give both directions 
to you: 
SINGLE SEED STITCH

My friend suggested that I use a 
size larger needle for the pearl 
row, making the stitches more 
loose and tension even with the 
knit row. Since every other row 
is a pearl row there is no 
problem keeping the pearl row 
on the larger needle. Hope this 
helps someone else as much as 
it aid me —AH, New York 
Dear AH.

In its original concept a two- 
bid was unconditionally for­ 
cing to gam e unless you 
stopped to double an adverse 
bid. 
It didn’t take long for ex­ 
perts to see that a hand one 
trick short of game would not 
make game opposite a bust, 
and the experts started play­ 
ing that if the two bidder 
merely rebid his own suit 
after a bust two-notrump 
response, the responder could 
pass. 
South’s response to his 
partner’s two-spade bid was 
based largely on hope that his 
partner would bid another 
suit. Had North rebid to three 
spades as 99 out of 100 players 
would, South would have pass­ 
ed and North would have 
made exactly three spades. 
This particular North knew 
about that possibility. He also 
realized that while nine tricks 
would be one short for a spade 
game, that was all that would 
be needed for a notrump 
game. So North raised his 
partner’s two notrump to 
three. 


Several readers have asked 
us if a two bid is forcing to 
game. The answer is that it 
should be with a new partner, 
but an established partnership 
should play so that, if opener 
merely rebids to three of his 
suit after a negative response, 
responder may drop the bid­ 
ding there.

The owners are working on 
the wrong premise, which isn t 
that unusual Suppose there are 
far more free agents at the end 
of next season-something I ’m 
inclined to doubt, anyw av- 
can't the owners possibly see 
how that would rebound to their 
advantage? 


Instead 
of 
the 
players’ 
market you had the first time, 
more free agents would turn it 
into an owners’ market That’s 
basic. It’s the old law of supply 
and 
demand 
When 
there's 
agreater supply of any one 
product, say left-handed pitch­ 
ers. the demand for any one of 
them 
goes down, 
not 
up. 
because the buyer now has 
\arious options 


Last fall, for example, there 
was only one left-handed pit­ 
cher (Don Gullett) among the 
free agents: one catcher Gene 
Tenace), and one established 
shortstop 
tCampy 
Cam- 
paneris). Who's to say that next 
time there might be a half 
dozen left-handed pitchers and 
as many catchers and short­ 
stops. 
that 
would certainly 
drive the price down 


It would also make for a 
totally different market situa­ 
tion. one that worked in tavor of 
the owners, not the players 
Another factor has to 
be 
considered. Only eight or nine 
teams showed any interest in 
getting into serious bidding for 
the free agents last November.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Can anyone tell me how to change 
the color of an old laundry tub from its white porcelain 
finish to a dull black like wrought iron? I want to convert 
the tub to a planter for my back patio. 
Also, does anyone have any ideas about what to do 
with those pretty printed and lacy handkerchiefs not 
used in these days of disposable tissues? 
I would like to tell the other readers that I have had 
success with freezing some of those specialty breads, 
like banana bread, so I make it ahead to have on hand 
for special occasions. They make perfect open 
sandwiches if baked in a round container. I use 12 oz. 
beer cans with the tops removed just below the rims and 
then spray with a whiff of one of the anti-stick sprays so 
the bread comes out of the can with no effort at all. Fill 
cans one-half full and bake as usual. — K.O. 
DEAR K.O. — Betty, my right hand helper, says her 
husband painted a stationary laundry tub with white 
epoxy paint and it was most successful. A paint dealer 
told me that this also comes in black. Directions for 
preparation must be followed very carefully. The sur­ 
face must be clean with no soapy film and a fine sand­ 
paper or liquid sandpaper used to break the gloss. After 
painting, the surface must dry and cure for 48 to 72 
hours. This is hard to work with, so my informant 
suggested that you might prefer using a good hard black 
enamel after preparing the surface as above. He says 
this can take the weather outdoors just as well and will 
be far less expensive. 
Not too long ago we had a similar question to yours 
about using handkerchiefs, but the other reader had 
many napkins. They can be sewed together in patchwork 
style to make bridge table covers, tablecloths, bed­ 
spreads and even pretty bathroom curtains. Printed 
ones sewn together in such a fashion, and with feather 
stitiching around them, would make a striking cotton 
evening skirt, too. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the recent Pet

DEAR DR. LAMB - The 
other day two of us were using 
an electric sander to get the 
paint off the garage. The dust 
surely was flying. My hair 
was covered with paint dust. 
No doubt my face was too. I 
forgot to put on a mask so I 
must have inhaled a lot of 
dust. 
Now I am wondering how 
much dust got into my lungs. 
If I did inhale a lot, how long 
will it be before it shows up? 
DEAR READER - I don’t 
recommend inhaling dust of 
any type if you can avoid it. 
However, nature planned on 
protecting people from this 
problem. Your respiratory 
system beginning with your 
nose is lined with small hairs 
to help filter the air you 
breathe. Also, the air you 
breathe passes over moist 
surfaces that catch the dust. 
The sinuses and even the lungs 
are able to clean themselves 
within limits. The secretions 
in the air passages overwhelm 
the dust and you simply cough 
it out. 
I would expect that with this 
one episode you will not have 
any residual dust in your lungs 
but if you or others must work 
in a real dusty situation you 
would be wise to wear a damp 
cloth over the face to help 
filter the air before you inhale 
it if you don’t have other 
protection.

DEAR DR LAMB - I am a 
17 year old boy and would like 
to know if a person can drink 
too much water. It seems as 
though I am always pouring 
some water over some ice 
cubes or drinking lemonade if 
it’s in the refrigerator. I’ve 
heard rumors a person could 
get drunk on water. If so, how 
much would it take? Not that I 
want to get drunk or anything. 
DEAR READER - No, a 
person can’t get drunk on 
water. It is what one mixes 
with the water that makes 
him drunk and that has to be 
an alcoholic beverage. 
It is almost impossible for a 
healthy person eating a nor­ 
mal diet to drink too much 
w ater. The kidneys will 
eliminate the excess. 
There are a few medical 
conditions that stimulate a 
person to drink lots of water 
and result in passing a lot of 
urine. A diabetic who is losing 
sugar in the urine will drink 
lots of water to dilute the 
sugar content. Eating ice in 
large amounts can sometimes 
be a symptom of pica — a dis­ 
ease related to iron deficien­ 
cies. This problem is readily 
treated by taking iron. You 
can get enough iron eventually 
by using a daily vitamin tablet 
that has added iron. 
More likely you just have a 
water drinking habit. Most 
people would benefit if they 
drank a little more water than 
they often do. But if you are 
concerned, see your doctor 
and let him make some tests 
for possible causes. 
In the summer, drinking 
Iqts of water and not getting 
enough salt in your diet can 
cause salt depletion if you are 
losing salt from sweating a 
lot.

Police, Drug 
Users Warned 
Against ‘Lance 


LOS ANGELES 
(UPI> - 
Law 
enforcement 
officers 
throughout the West have been 
alerted to bew are of "Lance,” a 
white powder packaged as 
heroin or cocaine that is really 
a form of tear gas and may 
endanger police or drug users. 
It apparently is coming into 
the United States 
narcotics 
dealing channels from Mexico, 
wrapped in tightly sealed 
plastic bags in the style of 
heroin and cocaine shipments, 
the memo warned. 
"Lan ce” apparently is a 
derivative of a potent type of 
tear gas. not of a military nerve 
gas as was first thought, the 
Customs Service said in a 
followup bulletin to law en­ 
forcement agencies 
The substance was described 
in earlier warnings by the US 
marshal’s service, quoting cus­ 
toms officers and the Army, as 
apparently aimed “ at killing or 
mentally impairing one of two 
types of people — drug users ... 
('or) law enforcement officers.” 
Los Angeles Sheriff Peter 
Pitchess issued a bulletin to all 
law enforcement agencies in 
the county Monday, warning 
officers not to open any bags 
meeting the “ Lance" descrip­ 
tion, but turn them over im­ 
mediately to a laboratory and 
advise the US marshal’s office. 
His memo said a girl in 
Temple, Tex., had suffered 
mental retardation from sniff­ 
ing the substance, and bags of 
"Lance" had also turned up in 
Colorado. Washington and 
Oregon. 
The first federal warning, 
which spread by 
teletype 
through federal and local law 
enforcement agencies, said the 
substance "causes 
instant 
death if tasted. If smelled it 
causes 
irreparable 
brain 
damage." 
The later statement by the 
Customs Service said laborato­ 
ry tests “ have established that 
the substance known by the 
brand name Lance is in fact a 
dilutant of CS-CN gas, which is 
not normally harmful to the 
extent noted in prior mes­ 
sages.” 
CS-CN is a strong tear gas 
used by the military.

Rhodes Asks Governors Of River 
States To Flood Control Meeting 


CINCINNATI (U PI) - After 
flying over the frozen phio 
River and finding the ice 
"worse than I had expected,” 
Ohio Gov. James A Rhodes has 
requested thatgovernors of 
river border states meet here in 
Tenement Fire 
Kills 8 Persons 
' W INNIPEG, Canada (U PI)

because it was a fire trap was 
destroyed in a fire that killed 
eight persons and injured 18 
others Monday night 
City police said an investiga­ 
tion was under way today into 
reports from some of the 43

"Anyone on the third floor 
barely had a chance in hell,” 
caretaker Bob Nealy said. 
"Most of the tenants heard the 
alarm, but the lights went out 
and it was like a mad house.”

“ It’s hard to recover after a 
flood," Rhodes warned 
“ We 
want to plan now.” 
Rhodes said he wants river 
state governors or their re­ 
presentatives to gather at 
Cincinnati’s Lunken Airport 
sometime in mid-February “ to 
discuss (anticipated) flooding 
of the Ohio River and to make 
every attempt to prepare for 
protection of property and 
life.” 
The 
Ohio 
governor 
an­ 
nounced the meeting Monday 
afternoon following a bumpy, 
three hour flight over 450 miles 
of the twisting river from East 
Liverpool, Ohio, to Cincinnati. 
“ I wish we had an ice cutter 
to break this stuff up," Rhodes 
said aboard the state’s DC-3 
airplane as he looked down at 
the thick ice clogging the river 
"When the water comes down 
from the mountains, it’s really 
going to come." 
At the end of the trip he 
declared, " I t ’s (the icing) 
worse than I had expected 1 
never saw anything moving." 
The 981-mile river, fed by 
several major tributaries as it 
drains hundreds of square 
miles from Pittsburgh to Cairo, 
111., where it empties into the 
Mississippi River, poses a 
major flooding threat when the 
ice thaws. 


“ I think there is enough force 
there to destroy bridges and 
boat harbors unless we can do 
something," said Rhodes, pro­ 
moting his flood control mee­ 
ting. “ We need to get organized 
early.” 
Several river experts joined 
Rhodes at a news conference 
here and said the ice buildup 
has virtually blocked barge 
traffic in the lower parts of the 
river near Cairo. 111. Many of 
the barges are loaded with 
important supplies of coal, fuel 
oil and salt for thawing high­ 
ways. 
"The problem is we aren’t 


getting enough water in dams 
in the lower part of the river to 
float the barges on upriver,” 
saud Coast Guard Commander 
James Webb. 
Rhodes 
said 
potential 
flooding represented "Problem 
No 3” — right behind the bitter 
cold and the energy shortage — 
in the brutal "Winter of ’77.” 
The governor, noting that 
"between 1.2 tnilliion and 1.5 
million Ohioans are out of work 
today” because of the energy 
crunch, said it was essential 
that industries go ahead and 
burn coal in the wake of the 
natural gas shortage. 
"Unless we burn coal, Ohio 
and 17 other states are ready 
for a catastrophe as far as 
economic development goes,” 
he said. "Unless we burn coal, 
we’re going to be on our knees 
economically.” 
And, in footnote that may be 
just too much for shivering 
Americans to contemplate 
right now, Rhodes figured that 
an end to the cold weather will 
not end energy problems 
“ We’re going to have a g a s o 
l i n e shortage this summer,” 
he said.
